The present Op[>osition in this State is com- 
posed of the fag-ends and remains of all the 
parties, factions, and isms that have swept 
over the country in the last ten or fifteen 
years and left a nume behind them. The 
policy of such a party must necessarily accom- 
modate itself to the huterogeneousness of the 
materials composing it, and accordingly we 
find the Opposition supporting Mr. 1 tell, an 
anti-Know-Xothing, LeCOtnptpn, slavery-pro- 
tecting Whig, for Governor, while running 
Mr. Crittenden, an anti-Lecompton, Missouri 
liestriction, anti-Drcd Scott decision Know- 
Xothing, for the United States Senate and the 
Presidency. It is a necessity with the mixed 
and piebald concern to make such concessions, 
apparently irreconcilable as regards organi- 
zation, to the conflicting sentiments of its 
memljers. 

In some parts of the State the Opposition 
candidates attempt to make the issue between 
the parties solely upon the proposition of 
Congressional interference for the protection of 
slavery in the Territories.

2. Courts of equity are and should be 
Specialty regardful of the rights of femes coverts 
and all others who are incapable to look after 
and protect their own interests. 

3. Where money is adjudged by the chan- 
c.dlor to be the property of a married woman, 
he will not allow it to be paid to the husband 
until after a privy examination of the wife, 
whether such pay ment will meet with her ap- 
probation, or whether she prefers a settlement 
upon her and her children — (2 Story's Equity, 
sec 1408.) 

4. The court should appoint a special com- 
missioner to take the privy examination, if 
the /e»ie covert could not conveniently atteud. 
Precautions of this character are required by 
the Revised Statutes in relation to the sale of 
land and slaves. An election thus made would 
all'ord protection and authorize the payment of 
the money.

From intelligence received up 
to the present time we learn that the Austrians 
have letired from Voghcra and Casteggio on the 
south of the To, and there can be little doubt that 
the invasion ol Piedmont may now be considered 
at an end. The consequences of this movement 
seem to have been small indeed in a military 
> point of view. It has hurried on the war, and so 
far may have been favorable to Austria, and it 
has allowed Gen. Gyulai to strip the entire east 
of Piedmont, as far as the Dora Bait ea, of all kinds 
of provisions and forage ; but the strategical 
results have been very trifling From the ac 
' counts we ptibli.-h it would appear that the Aus- 
trians have all tl.e scientific skill and the com- 
pleteness of appointment which are attributed to 
them. Thei constructed bridges, mined masonry, 
discovered the mines of their adversaries, march- 
ed, and foraged with all the experience of a vete- 
ran army. It remains to be proved whether these

The British in Tuscany. 

The only oilier matter of importance which has 
'aken place within the last few days is the neglect 
of a British post-captain to salute the flag of the 
revolutionary government oi Tuscany, when he 
repaired to Leghorn lor the protection of British 
subjects. A party in this country will, no doubt, 
be disposed to make a gieat grievance of this 
"phi kl- Austrian" conduct, more particularly as it 
wa- approved, if not directed, by the government 
For our own part, we believe the course taken by- 
Lord Malmesbury to be consistent with the law 
of nations, and, in fact, the only one open to a 
government w ith a just regard to its own dignity 
and the rights ol its neighbors. The government 
i f Queen Victoria has diplomatic relations with 
the Grand Ducal govcniimnt, and a minister is 
actually accredited to the Court of Florence. 
That government has been overthrown by a mil- 
itary revolution, Instigated bevond a donbt by 
loreign agency; the sovereign and his family have 
been obliged to quit the country, and an anoma 
Ions double government has been established, the 
civil almii-istration being conducted by certain 
parties in Florence, while the King of Sardinia — 
a belligerent in the present war — has taken on 
himself the military command of the Duchy, and 
incorporated its army with his own. In such ft 
case, we would ask, where is the government with 
which we hold relations? Is it in Vienna, whith- 
er the Grand Duke has retired, or is it in Victor 
Emanuel's camp, or is it in Florence? This is a 
question which the British goveenmeiit michtwell 
ask; and they are consequently right in directing 
the "Conqueror'' to abstain Irom any acknowledg- 
ment of the revolution. The Grand Duke is still 
Grand Duke; lie has not been deposed— he has 
not abdicated — he is still sovereign. The gov- 
ernment established iu Tuscany does no: pre- 
tend to be an independent government; it ac 
knowledges that the present state of things is 
only an interregnum, and neither the French Km- 
pcror, nor the Ring of Sardinia, nor the new Tus- 
can authorities, have as yet ventured to say that 
the reign of the legitimate ruler has terminated.

But to re- 
frain from saluting tiie new flag merely meai s 
that our government keeps itself entirely aiool 
from the political dissensions of Italy, and waits 
until either : he Grand Dnke is restored, or the 
sovereign authority alienated from l.im by his ab- 
dication or the stipulations of treaties. The pre- 
cedents of the last two French revolutions do not 
apply in this case. In IS.'ll), Charles X. appoint- 
ed the Duke of Orleans Lieutenant of the king- 
dom, and then abdicated, and the existing author- 
ities, the nation beinc in prolound peace, celled 
the Duke to the vacant throne. This new sove- 
reign formally notified his accession to the British 
government, and he was recognized by Lord Ab- 
erdeen without ai. hour's delay. So in 1848, 
Louis Pliillippe abdicated, and after a period of 
anuroliv a Republic was established, which re 
mained unquestioned in Europe. Lord Norman 
by was then accredited to the new rulers in the 
regular way. But the present is a very different 
case. The British governmenit has received no 
intimation that the Grand Duke has ceased to 
reign, or that the Ditch, has been incorporated 
with Piedmont, or that a kingdom of Italy has 
come into existence. Until competent Tuscan 
authorities notify these facts to the Court of St. 
James they cannot expect it to recognize any 
government but that with which it has hitherto 
had relations. 

Washington Items. 

Washington, June 6. 
The mere declaration of intention to become 
a citizen of the United States does not entitle 
the person making it to a passport, and of this 
fact a number ol applicants have recently been 
informed. 

It appears by the records of the Land Oflice 
that Arkansas has received 1,115,000 acres of 
public land in the construction of the Cairo and 
Fu ton railroad in that State, besides another 
heavy instalment of swamp lands. 

A gentleman who has just arrived here from 
Utah, represents the people in an excited and 
turbulent condition borderini: on rebellion, and 
hence the proclamation of Got. Cumming with 
a view to dispersing the various parties of Mor- 
mons assembled in a militaiy capacity in the 
mountains surrounding Salt Lake. The parties, 
he says, arc a portion Of the militia called out 
by the Governor to resist the entrance of Gov- 
ernment troons during the Session of the court at 
Salt Lake. The Mormons are monthly augment- 
ing by tlie arrival ol foreign converts. The civil 
law having failed to answer its purpose, it is the 
opii.iou of intelligent parties in that Territory, 
that peace can be preserved only by strong mili- 
tary rule, or bloodshed averted by favoring the 
removal of the Mormons beyond the jurisdiction 
of the federal authorities. 

The administration has not yet fully deter- 
mined on its course of action pending the war 
in Europe, but has under consideration a declar.i 
tiou orstatemc lit of principles by w hich the United 
Sta es, as neutral, will be governed. 

It w ill clearly i-et forth the just l ights of Amer- 
ican citizens engaged in the peaceful pursuits of 
commerce, which, as far as honorable, the admin- 
istraliou designs to protect. 

The precise positions which will be assumed 
cannot now be ascertained, but they approximate 
to the principles heictolorc declared, namely: 
that free ships make Iree go als, contraband of 
war excepted, and that the goods of a Iriend 
captured on board the vessels of an enemy, with 
the like exception, shall not be subject to inspec- 
tion, and that the rights of war ought not, in the 
nature of thing-, to extend further than to exact 
from neutrals the Interception of all trade with a 
blockaded port and to subject articles, contraband 
of war, to capture and confiscation. 

The official exposition will involve the discus- 
sion of important collateral questions, including 
that of blockade, and as to how far this bellige- 
rent right should be exercised. 



Skirmish Between the Sardinians and 
Austrians. 
Quebec, June 11. — The steamer North Briton, 
which left Liverpool on the 1st inst., has arrived. 
She brings dales two days later than the telegraph 
advices received by the arrival of the strainer 
Arago at St. John's, N. F. 

From the Seat of War. — There had been no 
decisive battle between the main forces. 

The Sardinians forced a passage over the Sesia 
river at Palleslro iu the face of the Austri ins, 
who were protected by the fortifications erected 
there since their occupation ol the city. After a 
severe conflict they also succeeded in Capturing 
the city, taking many prisoners. The Sardinians 
were under the immediate command of King Vic- 
tor Hmanuel. 

Gen Garibaldi was still creating a sensation in 
northern Lombardy. A rumor prevails that he- 
has been defeated by a superior fotce, and retreat- 
ed into Tessin, but the rumor lacks confirmati in, 
us tl e Turin dispatches intimate that he was 
making still further progress. 

Tlie Emperor Napoleon was about removing 
ti e headquarters Of the allies to Cassale. It is 
reported at Paris, that, as soon as the French en- 
ter Milan, England and Prussia will jointly make 
strenous efforts to terminate the war by negotia- 
tion. 

A fight had occurred at Florence, between some 
English and American sailors, on account of the 
latter wearing tri-color rosettes. 

The Emperor of Austria, the Archduke Charles 
and Gen. Hess, reached Verona on the 31st ult., 
on their way to headquarters. 

Great Rritain.— The English Parliament met 
on the Hist ult. Speaker DeunUon was unani- 
mously re-elected. 

France. — It is rumored that Napoleon will re 
tern to Paris in August, after the first series of | 
military operations are carried into effect. Heavy 
shipments Continue to be made of artillery and 
seice materials. 

Grrmanu. — The military commission of the 
German Diet have approved the motion to place 
an anur on the Rhine.
